Honors 8th World Jamboree 
Held At Niagara-On-The-Lake

For the fourth time in its postal history Canada will issue a stamp 
in more than one color when it releases a 5c commemorative August 20 


honoring and publicizing the 8th World Boy Scout Jamboree. 


This new 


item, a 5c in horizontal format, will have colors of green and gold ac- 


cording to Acting Postmaster General J. W. Pickersgill. 


Canada will 


be host to Scouts from all over the world at the Jamboree site near 


Niagara-on-the-Lake, Ontario from August 18 to 28.

articles in the special Boy Scout edition of Linn’s, June 27, 1955). 


Besides the honor to the Jam- 
boree, the Canadian government 
further dedicates the stamp as a 
tribute to Scouting generally. 

While all facilities will be set up 
and going, and the Scouts will have 
been established in camp on the 
18th, it will not be until the 20th 
that the formal opening of the 
gathering will occur. At that time 
Canada’s Governor General Vin- 
cent Massey will do the honors in 
welcoming the boys and their 
leaders. 











Production is in the hands of the 
Canadian Bank Note Co. of Otta- 
wa. Printing will be from en- 
graved plates in sheets of fifty sub- 
jects. 

Designer of the Scout commem is 
Laurence Hyde, an artist resident 
in Ottawa. 

The first time Canada had stamps 
in more than one color, and the 
only time three were used, was 
for the Imperial Penny Postage 
pair of 1898. One was in black, 
blue and carmine; the other black, 
lavender and carmine. 

Forty-one years later, in 1939, 
three were issued for the Royal 
Visit of King George VI and Queen 
Elizabeth. The vignettes of each 
were in black, and the frames in 
a second color. 

The previous most recent bi-color 
was the commemorative for the 
18th International Red Cross Con- 
ference at Toronto in July 1952. It 


was all blue except for a red cross. 4

Unusual Variety 
On Common Stamp 


A variety of a Hungarian stamp 
has been reported by C. A. Pfeif- 
fer of Fairfield, Iowa. It is shown 
herewith,

The variety consists of an out 
of shape and greatly enlarged let- 
ter “O” in the word “POSTA” as 
it appears on the 80 Filler green 
of Hungary, Scott No. 121. This 
is a common stamp, millions of 
them were issued in the first 
World War period. This type will 
also be found with numerous and 
various surcharges or overprints. 

As a minor variety it is far 
more distinct and real than the 
so-called “KORPA” error of the 
U. S. Flag Series. This latter er- 
ror is a nebulous thing as it 
is merely a piece of lithographic 
transfer which has slipped from 
its proper position of a letter 
“E” and looks somewhat like a 
“P”, yet is definitely not a “P”. 

The misshapen “O” comes on a 
typographed stamp and the va- 
riety must have occurred due to 
some damage to the plate. It may 
not appear in all full sheets.

they are few and far between as 
readers will know—but with three 
things: 1. The decline in the Juve- 
nile stamp trade; 2. The Philatelic 
Congress of Great Britain held in 
Norwich; 3. The exhibition staged 
by Messrs. Thomas De La Rue & 
Co. Ltd., the noted printers, mark- 
ing their centenary as printers of 
postage stamps. 


Juvenile Trade Slump 


The sale of packet and other. in- 
expensive material to the juvenile 
trade has always been an important 
aspect of British stamp dealing. 
Lately however, this form of busi- 
ness has suffered a serious decline 
for reasons which a committee set 
up by the British Philatelic Asso- 
ciation (BPA) and the Philatelic 
Traders Society (PTS) is now in- 
vestigating. 

No single clear-cut piece of evi- 
dence has been forthcoming to ac- 
count for this drastie drop, amount- 
ing as it does to one eighth of the 
business done at the same period 
last year—a decline of 874%. 
Several joint factors have been 
put forward to account for the de- 
cline. These» are: the unfortunate 
effect of importing such ‘‘will never 
be catalogued”’ items as South Mo- 
luccas, Free Croatia, Free Albania, 
coupled with made-in-England man- 
ufactures for Herm and Lundy; the 
liberal distribution through juvenile 
approval, channels of Spanish tele- 
graph charity stamps ‘‘sin valor 
postal” -— in short the extensive 
trade in all manner of faked and 
sideline material, to describe it 
kindly Second big reason given is 
the lack of publicity—or worse, ad- 
verse publicity—to stamp collecting 
in the United Kingdom. The ac- 
quisition of the Sperati stocks by 
the BPA, heralded by a fanfare of 
publicity, has driven to the front 
of the public mind the idea that 
even ‘‘classic’? stamps in their 
possession may be extensively 
faked and forged. 

This was not helped by the un- 
skillful drafting of press handouts 
to London national newspapers, 
which placed a very unfortunate 
slant on the forgery angle, whilst 
failing to stress the valuable work 
done by the BPA in keeping this 
material off the philatelic market 
in its original state. The result 
has naturally been a crop of news- 
paper headlines placing stress on 
the ‘‘doubtful’’ nature of stamps 
in general. 

Possible third reason is the very 
high retail price charged for very 
cheap stamps when displayed in 
small news agents and stationers’ 
stores. Four used low-valye Ger- 
man Hindenburg stamps available 
at a very cheap rate-per-thousand 
are blatantly advertised for sale 
in cellophane at 10c the packet. Na- 
turally, when repeat orders fail to 
materialize, the disappointed trader 
will not re-order, and another chan- 
nel of distribution is closed. 

Chief means of combating the 
present slump is seen in the shape 
of better publicity and public rela- 
tions work for British philately. An 
advertising campaign to promote 
stamp collecting is planned, and 
regular release of press stories to 
boost philately are issued.

It also saw 
the signing of the Roll of Distin- 
guished Philatelists by four eminent 
collectors, viz. Major K. M. Beau- 
mont, president of the Royal Phila- 
telic Society of London; Col. G. R. 
Crouch, a noted postal historian; 
Gunnar A. Hagemann of Sweden; 
and Maurice Burrus, France. The 
latter could not, however, attend 
in person. 

Amongst the subjects for discus- 
sion were an address by Wilfred 
Haworth, editor of a small maga- 
zine ‘“‘The Stamp Collectors’ Fort- 
nightly’’, in which he discussed the 
question of contributions to the 
philatelic press and payment for 
these. 

Two notable points were mention- 
ed: first—that contributors of ‘‘pot- 
boilers” (i.e. features mugged-up 
from reference works and not in- 
corporating a measure of original 
research or at least comment) 
should not be paid for submitting 
them, the reason being the editor’s 
ability to write such items himself 
equally well, if not better; second, 
that authors of highly specialized 
features were often enough pleased 
to see them (and their names) in 
print without expecting any re- 
muneration. 

A very logical point was raised in 
the debate which followed, namely 
that contributions to the general 
independent press (i.e. that pro- 
duced purely on a commercial 
basis) should be paid for at stand- 
ard rates if accepted; contrarily 
that contributions to the house or 
society organ, produced purely 
idealistically for the general infor- 
mation of members of a particular 
group, should be contributed free of 
charge. 

This latter point is the more im- 
portant as most society journals 
are produced on a very limited 
budget which certainly would not 
permit of payment for editorial fea- 
tures. It is perhaps slightly dif- 
ferent in the case of big, prosper- 
ous magazines produced by large 
societies (the ‘Stamp. Lover’, 
journal of the Junior Philatelic So- 
ciety, is a case in point) where

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A Plan For P.0.D. Efficiency 


This editorial is concerned with the coming FIPEX show to be held 

im New York City, March 1956. It is almost a foregone conclusion that 
among the stamps that will be issued will be a souvenir sheet of some 
wature. Presuming that this will be done we want to discuss the 
_ souvenir sheets of past years and especially 
; the last one, the CIPEX sheet of 1947 which 
F must have cost the P.O.D. a pretty penny 
and was after al) an extravagant and waste- 
t ful production. 
First let us look at some facts gleaned 
f from the past. When James A. Farley was 
— Postmaster General, he gave the Philatelic 
t+ World quite a lift by making a statement 
that there were ten million stamp collectors 
: in the United States. Jf there were ten mil- 
lion stamp collector in the United States, 
by the same sort of reasoning that Mr. 
Farley used we would say there were forty 
to fifty million in the world. 

Such figures as Mr. Farley named gave 
the stamp collecting public quite a thrill 
back in those days but how foolish they 
have proved to be if one will try to make 
a real estimate of real stamp collectors. 
Perhaps there is nothing better on which 
to base figures for those in the United States, 
than sales of United States stamps that can

be rather definitely traced to stamp collector purchase and what better 


stamp can this be than one of the souvenir sheets. Certainly business 
firms do not buy these things for postal use as they are too incon- 
venient to use. 

Mr. Farley must have based his estimates on the people who bought 
stamps from the Agency and from sources through which the Govern- 
ment could feel were purchases of a similar nature. However, regard- 
less of the opinion of Mr. Farley, a very large proportion of people mak- 
= such purchases were by no stretch of the imagination, stamp col- 

tors. 

Last winter I met two very wealthy gentlemen; they own a chain of 
seven or eight hotels in one of our states. They had been buying 
stamps and laying them away in one of their hotel safes. One of them 
told me that they usually go to the post office and buy a pad or two of 
each new commemorative stamp when it is issued. These men can 
afford that, it gives them a way to invest for a long pull and is helpful 
in income tax returns, but they are not stamp collectors. Then there 
are the other type, people of small means who can not afford to spend 
much money on stamps yet they save every old or odd one they get hold 
of, paste them in a book and get a lot of enjoyment out of them, but with 
mo semblance of getting the issues in sequence as they appear. Many 
of such collections are missing many of the common commemoratives 
of the past 25 years simply because these people do not search for what 
they are missing and add them to their collections. 

Thus while Mr. Farley made his statement, the facts of the matter 
are that the number of real stamp collectors, people who seriously 
follow the hobby, is perhaps much less than one million rather than 
ten million, 

Look at our largest national stamp collectors society. A meagre 
membership of less han 12,000. Look at the Philatelic Press as repre- 
sented by this and other publications. Today, this paper has a circula- 
tien of over 46,000 copies weekly: The next nearest publication in point 
of circulation is perhaps about 45 to 50% under our figures. 

If there are ten million stamp collectors where are they? The figure 
is all out of reason and even with one million, what kind of collectors 
are most of them who neither belong to a stamp society or take a 
stamp paper? 

It may have been fantastic figures of this nature that misled our 
P. O. D. into printing over ten million of the CIPEX sheets in 1947. 
Their experience with this printing should teach them not to make a 
similar mistake in 1956, Let us look at the record for souvenir sheets. 

Following is a list of souvenir sheets showing the quantity printed, 
the face value of each, and the catalog value of today. In regard to the 
catalog value we would advise that if you discount this about 30% you 
will come up with just about the true market value today.

It has not been so many years ago that one could have bought all of 
the White Plains sheets he could carry at 75c per sheet. The-craze for 
collecting souvenir sheets is what started it on the climb and it has been 
going up ever since. Due to the fact that it was a sheet of 25 2c stamps 
large quantities were broken up and used for postage so that the number 
of full sheets remaining has been reduced to a fraction of the original 
issue. We must believe this because of the fact that a mere 100 thou- 
sand or so sheets were sufficient to supply the demand on the Farleys 
and none of them have yet come near the value of the White Plains. This 
should make us ask again, how many real stamp collectors are there. 

It was only a couple or three years ago since dealers quit sending 
in bundles of 100 or 500 of the 10c Parks to pay advertising bills. It took 
this sheet over 15 years to emerge from the face value class. 

The 12c Tipex of which there were about half as many as of the 10c 
Parks has attained a good value due perhaps to the fact that the issue 
was not too large and also that the sheet was of 3c stamps, thus usable 
for letter postage and also due to the fact that a real collection of them 
required several sheets cut up in different ways and thus they went 
faster than the 10c Parks which required only the single sheet for any 
way you wanted to keep it. 

Whatever prompted the P. O. D. to issue over ten million of the 15c 
Cipex may forever remain a mystery. Today after eight years the 
sheets are still a drug on the market. Dealers use them to pay bills 
with. How long yet will it be before they mature? Only a couple years 
ago the P. O. D. was shippirg them out in bales to key offices where 
they had found that large lots of them were in demand for postal use, 
perhaps controlled mail. Today Harris and Co. are 
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up and used for postage. This is a plan that a lot of dealers should adopt. 
The sheets can be cut up and used as 5c or 10e stamps. These sheets 
will be worthless so long as there are large lots still floating around 
with no one wanting them. Use them for postage in full sheets or cut 
up is the only solution for them. 

If a souvenir sheet is to be made for FIPEX it should be for FIPEX 
and not for general sale through the Agency or by other means for 
several years after its issue. 

We suggest that when this sheet is announced that the P. O. D. state 
that the stamps will be on sale at the New York Show and also at the 
Philatelic Agency in Washington. That orders received at the Agency 
up to and including April 15, 1956 will be filled by the Agency and after 
those orders have been filled any remaining stamps will be destroyed. 

This need cause no grtat loss, for a reasonable number can be 
printed in advance. Then orders at the Agency can be tabulated as 
received and any man able to add can determine how many sheets will 
need be printed to fill orders on hand.

A number of readers have asked 

whether it isn’t true that there is 
a law or tradition in effect against 
picturing living persons on United 
States stamps. The question was 
brought on by the fact that the mail 
carrier shown on the Certified Mail 
was modeled by a very much alive 
person, Robert S. Bancroft of Wash- 
ington, D. C. (See June 20 U. S. 
Notes). 
The word from the Department is 
to the effect that since no positive 
identification was made on the 
stamp that -it was Mr. Bancroft, 
that the use of his features as a 
model exemplifying mail carriers 
was a necessary coincidence. 

It is not the first time that living 
identifiable persons have been seen 
in U. S. stamp designs. 


Incidentally, the ore boat pictured 
on the Soo Locks is a composite— 
it resembles in fact no boat now 
on the Great Lakes. The bow is of 
a style 20 to 40 years old, while the 
stern is quite modern. 

This was to avoid the same kind 
of embarassing hassle which at- 
tended the release of the first de- 
sign of the Trucking commem. It 
resembled a certain make truck 
which caused competing manufac- 
turers to howl to high heaven and 
the Post Office Office Department 
that ‘“‘they wuz rebbed’’, and mor- 
tally wounded in the pocket-book, 
thereby. To all of which the every- 
day citizen mutered ‘‘Nuts’’, out of 
the side of his mouth. 


Bill Delaney of Boston found out 
for himself how sincere and® co- 
operative the POD is with its first 
day cover service. He wrote— 

*T am just writing to tell you of 
a pleasant experience which took 
place recently as follows: 

“Quite a while ago I read in 
your YJ. S. column that if you re- 
ceiv damaged first day covers 
from the Post Office Department 
all you have to do is return them 
and they will be glad to replace.

your suggestion and send the covers 
back to the postmaster with a note 
of explanation and ask him if he 
could do anything for me. 

“Today I received replacements 
for them; all Artcraft covers, un- 
addressed, with new Certified Mail 
stamps and also 3c commemora- 
tives. And what a swell job of 
hand cancelling they did, too. 

“IT wrote to the the Postmaster to 
thank him and am also writing you 
so that you will know that what 
you said is most certainly true.” 


J. Dornseif of Greensboro, 
N. C. has reported some recent 
varieties of U. S. stamps found 
when he was going over some 
sheets he had in his possession and 
ed which he was unaware previous- 
y. 

On a pane of the 3c blue Navy 
commem of 1945 there is a splice 
running thagugh it and covered with 
a gum strip. Plate number is 
No. 23342. The paper seems to be 
extra thick as well. 

Most of you know these things 
happen when the web of paper tears 
as it is going through the press and 
needs to be joined together again, 
or when a roll of paper runs out 
and it is spliced to a new one. 

Panes of stamps showing such 
patch work are supposed to be re- 
moved by the inspectors at the 
Bureau but now and again one slips 
through and they _ make very inter- 
esting varieties. 

Mr. Dornseif also has _ three 
sheets of the 144c Presidential regu- 
lar with the perfs off horizontally 
about one-third from the top of the 
stamp. Such material seems to be 
seen more and more often these 
days. It does have a moderate 
freak value.

Man wants to know where he can 
buy a mixture of stamps today giv- 
ing him a fair shake for his buck 
or so. Says he has tried a number 
of dealers and fgund nothing satis- 
factory. I can’t answer that for I 
haven’t bought or inspected a mix- 
ture in months and“months. 

I stopped with the mixtures prin- 
cipally because I just didn’t have 
the time to play with them any 
more. It was my impression that 
they weren’t nearly as good for the 
money in varieties and quality as 
years ago. My attitude in mixture 
buying was like the purchase of a 
ticket to the show, or admission to 
some other amusement — it was 
buying fun, and not a lot of stamps 
for the collection. 

It has te be remembered that 
mixtures are made up of stamps 
donated by people from their mail. 
If you work in a place where a lot 
of mail comes in daily, or even 
check what mail you get at home, 
see how few commems there are, 
and how many permit imprints, 
meters and the very common Ic, 
1%4c, 2c and 3c stamps are used. 

All of that makes up a mixture 
(foreign origin the same way) and 
it boils down to just about 2% us- 
able stamps. The rest should be 
burned. 

Incidentaliy. ‘“‘bank’’ mixtures 
are clippings from mail received by 
banks and are supposed to carry 
better denominations. They usual- 
ly don’t because someone has gone 
through them with “sticky” fingers. 
The same for most other mixtures.

that come from many different countries of the world, some of them no 
bigger than any of our states, will we ever see beautiful issues as 
modern stamps can now be. 

The Columbus (Ohio) Citizen of June 5 uses the words “NEW 
MONSTROSITY?” in picturing the Soo Locks stamps that is scheduled to 
appear late in June. The Citizen says ... 

“It is generally conceded that the U. S. Post Office Department has 
issued some of the worst commemorative stamps in world philatelic 
history, but the design it has brought forth for the centennial of the 
Soo Locks is a nightmare that -would disgrace a children’s art class. 
“Apparently the artists—to use that word loosely—were handed 
some pictures of Great Lakes ore boats, a map and a slogan, and told 
to get busy. 

“Unfortunately Providence did not design the Great Lakes with a 
postage stamp in mind, and an ore boat is a long object indeed. As a 
result people who thrill to the sight of an ore boat will be startled to 
see a majestic picture of one split entirely by the lower extremity of 
Lake Michigan and suffering minor damage astern from the impinge- 
ment of a portion of Lake Erie. 

“Stamp buyers who are unfamiliar with geography may first mis- 
take the Great Lakes for an outline of the human digestive tract. 
Fortunately each lake is labeled, however, and if they seem to be listing 
to port that is because the artist copied the map in such a way that 
north turned out to be northwest. 

“In releasing the design, the Post Office Department said its color 
had not been decided upon. We suggest yellow, to connote chaos.” 
After reading the above a local collector in Columbus commented 
on June 8 as follows .... 

‘‘Each year the philatelic publications conduct a poll of stamp col- 
lectors who indicate their preference of the last group of new issues. 
About six different points are considered and the results should be 
edifying to our postal designers. 

“The Columbus Citizen, however, has jumped the gun and passed 
judgment on the coming Soo Locks commemorative stamp without even 
seeing one, 

“The Soo Canal has helped us win five wars and has made. possible 
our outstanding industrial position in the world. In a good year this 
efficiently managed group of locks may clear as much tonnage as the 
Panama and Suez canals together. 

“One could go on with superlatives but I cannot help but feel that 
the design of this stamp depicts the spirit of Great Lakes transportation. 
The map arrangement with an ore carrier under way against a scenic 
background is enhanced by the appearance of the bow of a steamer in 
enlarged proportion coming through the locks at the exact location. 
Wait until you see it in color.—JAY RUSSELL STARR”

Spain Planning 
Literacy Campaign 


Price Record Made, 
Broken In 10 Minutes 


The old record price of $2000 for 
a postal stationery envelope was 
broken twice on June 14 when H. R. 
Harmer, Inc., 6 W. 48th St., New 
York offered the 19th century por- 
tion of the L. H. Barkhausen col- 
lection of United States postal sta- 
tionery. 

The first occasion was when lot 
371, the 1874-86 2c vermilion die 5 
on orange (Scott #U145) entire was 
offered. The item, cataloguing 
$700, was run up to $2200. 

Twenty-four lots and ten minutes 
later this new record was smashed 
when the unique 2c red Die 8 on 
amber (U157) envelope was offered. 
Unlisted as an entire by Scott, and 
priced at $1500 in the Thorp-Bartels 
catalogue, the piece sold for $2900. 
This particular envelope was dis- 
covered in an accumulation of non- 
descript envelopes in a dealer’s 
store and was bought for 5c. ~ It 
passed to Stanley Gibbons Inc. who 
sold it to Mr. Barkhausen. 

In the third session of Thursday, 
June 16th, there was sold the Ad- 
vertising Collars, Corner Cards, 
All-over Designs, Railroad and 
Packet Boat, cancellations, all of 
which received heavy attention, 
followed by the wonderful group of 
cut squares. Around full catalogue 
or over-catalogue was the order of 
the day. 

When the 1874-86 3c green on 
blue, die 1, believed to be unique 
and catalogued as U162 at $750 was 
offered the bidding was run to a 
new all-time high realization for a 
cut square of $2900. The item 
brought close to double the previous 
high of $1600. »

make the first relay on the inaugu- 
ral run.of the Pony Express. From 
that statement it appears that this 
batch of letters was processed and 
sorted at either the Hannibal or 
West Quincy post office, which was 
} not the usual procedure at the time. 
Anyway, this display of speed and 
its publicity won the government 
mail contract for the railroad. 
Considering the small wood- 
burning locomotive and the light 
wrought-iron rails of the time, the 
Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad 
made railway history that day. I 
imagine that groups of persons 
lined the track across Missouri to 
cheer the engineer and fireman on 
the way. 
But I doubt the speed was so 
great, even on_ steep downhill 
stretches, that anybody pointed 
with a finger and shouted in one 
breath, ‘“‘There she comes! There 
she goes!” 
The service of the Pony Express 
was of vital importance to the gov- 
ernment and the country at large, 
for it operated during the Civil 
War, and during those trying days, 
it traveled over the only safe and 
open route to California and the 
West Coast, for the Confederates 
blocked the Southern one, and mail 
service via Panama had become 
very uncertain. Speed was the most 
essential of its services. Yet, some- 
times the rider waited precious 
hours for the letters to be processed 
and sorted at the St. Joseph post 
office. 

This situation gave William A. 
Davis, then assistant to the post- 
master at St. Joseph, the idea of 
having the mail sorted and pro- 
cessed aboard the train, so it could 
be immediately transferred to the 
Pony Express rider on the arrival 
of the train at St. Joseph. @ 
Davis was authorized to try out 
his plan. The railroad had two of 
its express cars converted into rail- 
way post offices in the shops of the 
company at Hannibal. These cars 
were fitted with all the equipment 
necessary for handling the mail. 
This sorting of the mail in transit 
was authorized for the Hannibal 
and St. Joseph road by Postmaster 
General Montgomery Blair on July 
7, 1862.

In the meanwhile the Pony Ex- 
press had been forced out of busi- 
ness. And the overland stage 
coaches which had been operating 
over the same route at a much 
slower pace, now had to handle all 
the mail matter addressed to places 
west of the Missouri River; and 
the postal charges on mail trans- 
ported by coaches was only a frac- 
tion of that charged by the Pony 
Express, and this mail, included 
besides letters, newspapers, maga- 
zines and small parcels.

army posts west of the Missouri 
River. 
When the train with the mail car 
arrived at St. Joseph the same day, 
the mail matter for the West was 
ready to be delivered directly to 
the waiting stage coach, which 
sometimes saved fourteen hours of 
waiting. 
It was the completion of the tele- 
graph line between Omaha and San 
Francisco that ended the operation 
of the Pony Express, with a huge 
financial loss to those who had sup- 
plied the capital. The reason was 
that a telegram, even from the 
fartherest Eastern town, could be 
dispatched and delivered to a per- 
son in any town or army post on 
the line that had a telegraph office, 
in the matter of hours instead of 
days. 
However, the overland stage 
coaches continued to function until 
after the Civil War. and the build- 
ing of the Pacific railroads. 
No other mail service, operating 
over such a long distance, and 
available to the general public, as 
was the Pony Express, existed be- 
fore or since. In 1940 the govern- 
ment issued a special stamp to 
commemorate the 80th anniversary 
of the Pony Express. If you want 
to dress up an album page with 
this item it is possible to acquire 
pictures of a Pony Express rider 
speeding along his relay miles. I 
can now find only two of those I 
once had. One is on a Duke’s ciga- 
ret card of the 1880’s, and the other 
on the label of ‘‘Golden West’’ 
whisky. 
(I wish to acknowledge that I 
obtained the dates and the main 
facts on the Hannibal and St. Jo- 
seph Railway from the 90th Anni- 
versary Burlington Railroad Sys- 
tem’s Section of the Sunday Omaha 
World-Herald, published in 1940, 
from which I saved a clipping.)

AUSTRALIA. In August Australia 
will issue a pence postage 
stamp to recognize the work of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association 
in Australia. This stamp will also 
commemorate the Y.M.C.A. Cen- 
tennial. This movement was found- 
ed in London in 1844 and the first 
Australian Association was formed 


in 1852. 

The Centennial celebration to be 
held in Paris in August 1955 is ex- 
pected to attract over 10,000 dele- 
gates from over 70 countries. 
SIERRE LEONE. The George VI 
stamps of this African colony have 
been in use for many years and the 
obsolete colors have advanced in 
price. The 1% pence #175 now 
catalogues $2.50 .and the 2 pence 
#176 is priced at $5.50. 

When the new Elizabeth series is 
released, the entire George VI set 
should be good property, especially 
the 1/3 #181A. 

NEW ZEALAND. The Trans-Tas- 
man airmail stamp #C5 is 
scarcer than the catalogue price 
would indicate. There were only 
83,000 copies issued, of which about 
half were used on the flight for 
which they were issued. When 
available, the retail price here is 
about $2.50. 

GREAT BRITAIN. The 1891 one 
Pound green stamp #124 is quite 
searce and difficult to locate. A sub- 
stantial increase in catalogue value 
can be expected. 

CANADA. Do not overlook the 





1951 Fishing $1 stamp #302. This 
stamp has a short life and is now 
obsolete. All Canadian dollar 
stamps advance in price when ob- 
solete and #302 can be expected to 


go up. 

U.P.U. These British Empire sets 
are in demand and getting scarce 
at advancing prices. For some 
time, Aden, Aden States and Gold 
Coast have been scarce at higher 
prices. Sets that seem in line to 
follow these scarce ones are An- 
tigua and Ascension. If you need 
these, get them now. 

NEW ZEALAND. This country ex- 
pects to release the 1955 Health 
stamps on October 3 to remain on 
sale until January 31, 1956. They 
will be of middle ‘size, 21mm x 
25mm and there will be three de- 
nominations as follows: 

2 pence (144d plus %4d) 
3 pence (2d plus 1d) 
4 pence (3d plus 1d) 

They will all be in the same de- 

sign but in different colors.

is frequently seer when the per- 
forations lodge against a sheet, 
and pressed against it to the point 
where the paper is punctured, 
will completely damage the value 
of the late block. 

Probably the most common dis- 
appointing and unweicome mark- 
ing is that which is found on the 
wide plate block margin, where 
the postal clerk writes down digits 
to indicate the number of sheets 
he has :n stock. This 2e does for 
his own convenience. It is a conso- 
lation, to some degree. when these 
numbers are made verv lightly 
with a soft lead pencil. Then these 
can be removed by the collector 
who buys this plate block. 

Why some of these numbers 
must be written withir the margin 
where the plate number appears, 
plate number collectors will never 
understand. The most disgusting 
sight is to find these ~umbers 
written with a bali ooint pen, 
which can never be removed, In a 
plate biock collectioi. these num- 
bers look very unattractive and 
do nothing to enhance one’s 
collection. 

Tradition has ted collectors to 
give equal regard and consider- 
ation for the gum on the back 
of plate olocks, to see that 
it is ali there just as it left the 
Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing, and that this bottom surface 
should be equally neat and clean 
as the top. A thin spot occurs 
when some area of this surface 
becomes stuck and upon attempt- 
ing to remove it, rart of the 


leaves a thinned spot which dam- 
ages the plate block. removing its 
value, as well as the value.of the

Improp- 
er handling will also weaken the 
perforations. A first class plate 
block you should be able to hold, 
from any corner, and it should be 
flat and rigid as a board. Improp- 
er handling will make part of it 
sag at the perforations, usuaily 
across the width 

There is one more prominent 
feature in a plate block that can- 
not be overleoked. This. 
large degree. will determine the 
minimum and the maximum 
values, as well as the attractive- 
ness and beauty of your -collec- 
tion. That is centering. In this 
article we will, very briefly, skirt 
around this and merely say that 
centering can be very poor when 
it touches or cuts the design 
either horizontally vertically, or 
both ways. to a »oi:nt where it 
can render the plate block void of 
premium, or the other extreme, 
superb all the wav around. When 
it’s the latter it can bring the 
height of enthusiasm and pleasure 
to every collector. May all your 
plate blocks in the future he just 
like that. Goed hunting to you. 
All the preceding remarks ap- 
ply equally to plate singles as 
they would to plate blocks, with 
the difference being that in plate 
singles we are dealing with one 
stamp. while with the others the 
caution is on blocks of four. or 
larger.

rative type it will not be re-ordened 
when the original supply is exhaust- 
ed, and will not be overprinted 
with the letter ‘‘G’’ to indicate its 
use by Fedéral Government De- 
partments. 

All who desire to have first day 
covers are required to forward 
self-addressed envelopes to the 
Postmaster, Ottawa 2, Ontario, not 
to the Philatelic Section, prior to 
the date of issue. All must con- 
tain ‘‘fillers’? and must be sealed 
or have the flap turned in. To 
avoid errors the patrons should 
mark in the uper right hand corner, 
the quantity and denomination of 
stamps to be affixed. 

Do not fold envelopes when for- 
warding through the mails. Covers 
will be returned by ordinary mail. 
They will not be returned in bulk 
under outside wrapper. 

Orders for first day cover serv- 
ice must not include orders for 
mint stamps. Remarks or inquiries 


(98 | not related directly to the order for 


first day covers should be written 
on a separate piece of paper. 

In addition to the cost of postage 
required to be affixed at ordinary, 
airmail, or registered rates, col- 
lectors must include in their re- 
mittance sufficient money to pay 
the Department’s. service fee 
amounting to 5c for each cover for- 
warded for service. 

The necessary space should be 
allowed on first day covers if blocks 
of stamps are ordered. The Post- 
master, Ottawa, cannot guarantee 
to supply plate corner blocks of 
four stamps which will be distrib- 
uted as equitably as the supply 
permits. The Philatelic Section 
will not handle first day covers. 

The postage rate on first class 
mail for delivery in North and 
South America, the British Com- 
monwealth,° France and Spain, is 
5c. The first class mail rate for 
countries not mentioned above is 
6c. The fee required for registra- 
tion is 20c additional for each cover 
where this service is desired. 

Remittances for First Day Cov- 
ers are to be made payable to the 
“Receiver General of Canada’”’ and 
sent to the Postmaster, Ottawa 2, 
Ontario, Canada. 

Remittances for mint stamps are 
to be made payable to the ‘‘Re- 
ceiver General of Canada” and 
sent directly to the Post Office De- 
Philatelic Section, Fi- 
nancial Branch, Ottawa 4, Ontario, 
Canada. Orders for this stamp in 
selected mint condition may now be 
sent to the Philatelic Section and 
the orders will be filled and re- 
turned at the earliest possible date 
after June 1. 

Remittances should be made by 
means of postal money order or 
bank draft in Canadian funds, pay- 
able to the ‘‘Receiver General of 
Canada’”’. Patrons from countries 
other than Canada of the United 
States should forward remittances 
by means of an_ International 
Money Order. Postal Notes can- 
not be accepted. If cash is sent, it 
should be in a registered package. 
At this time, United States funds 
are subject to a discount when con- 
verted to Canadian funds. Postage 
stamps are not accepted as a re- 
mittance. 

Plate blocks will only be supplied 
from the Philatelic Section with 
orders for this stamp in mint con- 
dition. 50 stamps, a full pane, 
must be ordered for each plate 
number block desired.

On June 24, Austria issued a 
1S plus 25gr semipostal which 
became valid to prepay postage 
fees on June 29. According to Ed- 
win Mueller of New York, and 





the Austrian Postal Administra- 
tion, the funds from the surtax 
are to be devoted to the benefit 
of returned prisoners of war, or 
relatives of unreleased prisoners. 

In a red brown color, it is print- 
ed from engraved plates in sheets 
of fifty by the Austrian State 
Printing Works. The design is by 
Josef Seger — the engraving by 
Georg Wimmer. 

Pictured is a returning prisoner 
of war who is invited by an in- 
dustrial worker to participate in 
the rebuilding of the country.

Of course you would have to start 
from scratch and-make your rules 
and set your own aims, for there is 
no one I know of that could give 
you any fundamental information 
along that line. Time, perserver- 
ance, research, and a lot of pa- 
tience would be some of the prime 
ingredients that a collector would 
have to possess to undertake such 
an attempt but it might be ac- 
complished. Anyway it’s an idea. 


New Marshall Stamp 
On September 24? 


John Marshall, first chief justice 
of the U. S. Supreme Court was 
first pictured on the $5 value of 
1894. Again on the issue of 1895 
which was the same except for the 
watermark and then again on the 
$5 of 1902, and again on the re- 
issue of this stamp in 1916-17. 








Marshall will again be pictured 








on the new 40c stamp of the Liberty 
series. 

The 200th anniversary of Mar- 
shall’s birth is September 24. It is 
therefore believed that this stamp 
will appear on that date and per- 
haps from his birthplace in Vir- 
ginia. If not feasible from that lo- 
cation Washington, D. C. where he 
sat on the Supreme Court would be 
the logical choice for first day of 
issue.
